It was projected, therefore, as 
an alternative to the method of 
power negotiations, in much the 
same way as the recent Lon- 
don-Paris..agreements on rearm- 
ing the Nazis is put forward as the 
alternative to the Soviet _pro- 
posal of big power negotiations 
to settle the German question.

THE PROJECT was unable 
to prevent the Geneva Con- 
ference or to obstruct a cease- 
fire in Indo-China, which was 
its primary and specific purpose 
at the time. But no sooner had 
the Indo-China ce been 
signe than Dulles intensified 
the pressure for SEATO. 


With other aspects of his 
maneuvers at the time, we shall 
deal later. But the important 
thing to remember is that the 
Eisenhower. Administration did 
not become a party to the Gen- 
eva accords, yet in the SEATO 


’ of. 


conference at Manila the .Ad- 
ministfation arbitrarily declared 
that SEATO would “extend pro- 
tection” to Laos, Cambodia and_ 
South Viet Nam. 

Both the People’s Republic of 
China’ and the Soviet Union 
noted‘ at the time that such a 
proviso in the SEATO - treaty 
amounted to a volation of the 
Geneva accords on the part of 
those goyernments which had 
signed them, that is, Britain: and 
‘France. 

Now- we have the Eisenhower 
Administration assigning Gener- 
al Collins to South .Viet Nam, 
and preparations to obstruct the 
Geneva settlement. The New 
York Times editorial on Nov. 11 
clearly shows the way the Ad- 
ministration is maneuvering: °

succeeds in uniting the’ rival 
factions (in South Viet Nam) 
into a solid front for ‘the elec- 
tons 20- months. hence,. the 
Powers party to. this pact (the 
‘Geneva Pact) m2y have to. inter- 
vene. in order to preverit the 
Communists. from taking ovér all.
